Many blooms are ro-
ported. The stands are represented as
very good to excellent, and the present
vondition of the erop is most {lattering,
mueh better and nbont one week earlier
when compared with Inst year.

Miesisrippi— 103 replies  reeoived,
Average date nbout the 15th,  Wenther
nearly universally represented ns very
favorable, Stands fine and the plank
forming well, though too early for many
blooms. The present condition is
stated as very good, nnd mnech better
when compared with Inast year. No ad-
ditionnl acrenge put in cotton. Re-
planting has been done whero the plunts
were imperfect, Labor plenty and of-
ficiont,

Arkansas—50 correspondents send in
their nuswers from 22 countics, Since
the first of Juno the weather has been
hot, and most enough to promote rapid
growth and ennse the plant to form and
square woll.

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THE LOST FLORINDA.
New Ocleans Pleayune, June 24,

Tlecent revelutions have excitod an
intenso and growing interest in the fate
of the fifteen or twenty men who, more
than o quarter of n century ago, char-
fered the schooner Florinda nud eet sail
for tho golden shores of California,
For twenty-six years the families of the
advanburers have mourned them as lost,
Tho last news of the Florinda was re-
eeived late in tho year 1849 from Rio
Javeiro.  She bad put in at that port
some timo previous and then procecded
on her way, leaking badly, it wns raid,
A vessol touching nt Rio Janeiro short-
ly afterward, reported having spaken
the Floriadu in the Pacifie, just beyond
Cape Horn,  From that time forward
nothing more was ever hened of the
Florindn, and it beeame an necepted
theory ihab sho ladd feen easl  away
wl hoer erew  doslh somewhere on the
Soulh eifie eosste No tidingss reached
the fumilies of the 1l fated argonaunts,
nud bwenty gix yonrs siipped by withont
a wail or whisper to distarh the mel-
ancholy eonvielion which had gealed the
record of theiv lives, Theie children
hinvo grown Lo wanbood nwd  woman-
hoomd  withont  the  knowledge, with
seareoly the memory of o fubbher's love,
The hopes that elnstered around them
hive long siro been transferved to that
other worll in  which they wero be-
lieved to b,

BSueh is the story ns it has passed enr-
rent all this time, with the geveral pub-
lic nod with the greater number of the
rolatives of the Floriuda company. At
firat, of courae, there were doubts and
fears and expectations, more or less re-
Inetantly resigned for certainty, but to
this conclusion all eventually enmo and
the loss of tho schooner with all on
board has, for fully n gquarter of n cen-
tury, been reparnded na a faet about
which there eould be no sort of ques-
tion. The unfortvnate men have been
as nblerly given up us though their
burials had taken place in presence of
the whole eommunity, aud to have told
any of their famihes thut they were
«till alive wonid have been to ask thom
to helieve that the dead had risen after
twenty-fivoe  years of sepalture and
wallked forth ones moro among the
living,

Within the past fow duys. however,
precisely this proposition has in effect
been made,  'Lhe strange and startling
etobement bus branspired that Harmon
Jones and his fellow voyagers were not
lost as wo Jiave thonght, but are now
unkuown island in the lower Pacifie,
About n moeuth ngo a friend of DMrs,
Ilermon Joues resd in an Ilaglish paper
nn nezount of some British vessel having
been driven ont of her course in a storm
nnd sighted an unknown island.  Much
to tho surprise of the srow tho island
turned out to bho inbabited, and still
more astonishing, by men who spoke
he Buglish lnnguage, The rest of thoe
story, ns given in the paper reforred to,
is that the eastaways told the ship's
compaity that they were the IMlorinda
par'y who had sailed from New Orleans
i 1819 bonnd for California, that they
had been wreeked on the island and had
dwelt there ever sinee, it being then
more than twenty-five years that they
had vot sven n human fuce or w sign of
the world from which they were so
utterly eliminated. The paper gave the
names of several, all of whom e
known to huve been of Florinda’s erew,
nud in many other waye, woeording to the
version of Mrs, Jones' friend, the iden-
tity of tho puety was estublislicd as none
but themselves could have esteblislied
it, It wus furtbor stated that tho Dritish
vessel offered to take the men on bourd,
Init they deelined, saying they had been
lost for n quarler of a century ; that
they knew not in whab situntion they
would find the families they had left,
und that they preferced  staying and
ending their days thero rather than
veniura back to eueh n donbtfal and
unorrtain future,  This paper was four
movths old when Muys, Jopes’ friend saw
it, ono month ngo, nad the events nar-
rated wero desciibed as having oceurred
four months previons to the issuo of
the paper. I is just nine months then
sinee the island wes discovered by the
British vessel, and at that fime all, or
nenrly nll, of the Plovindn pnrty appear
to have been alive,

1t peed uot e said thal Lhis news has
wrousged the deepost interest, ‘o the
community nt hivge it reealls the famil-
inr oceurrence of the Florinda's sailing
from New Orleans with its ndventurous
company.  To the fumilies of the il
fated mien ik comed like o message from
nnother worlid, mud is s thonzh it were
the nnuwouncement of o reanrrection.
Within the past few deys the relatives
hive been hivine in o state of coustant
excilement, and many of them, espe
cinlly tho sons of Harmon Joues, Jno.
A, Sidney, nud Capt, Kemmore, tho
akipper of the I'lovinda, have devoled
thamselves to tho task of following the
eluo givon by the friend who saw tho
nglish prper.  Bxtensivo inguiries sro
now on foot, nnd the Britieh consul hns
kindly interested himself in the afluir
go far as to agres o forward to the war
office in Liondon n foll siatowent of the
eirenmstanees g0 that the name of the
vessel which tonched ak the eastaway's
homo ean ha s rlained and  the bear-
ings of the ishoed taken from her lo
It would grontly fueditat this {-uﬁ.
liwwever, if o copy of the paper piving
the original acconub were fonnd, and it
18 otill hopod that somoe one who secs
this publicution may have noticed the
puper and be able to tell ns whero a
number ean bo had, On that eontin-
goucy depends mueh that will simplify
